If you have friends driving to 
Quebec City, you'd better hope 
they've got their headlights 
aligned. The road to Quebec 
hasn’t been smooth for a van full 
of Edmontonians concerned 
about the Free Trade Area of the 
Americas. First, the group were 
stopped for speeding. Next, they 
were stopped for a seat-belt 
check. They were pulled over yet 
again, according to Melissa 
Brown of the People’s Action 
Network Edmonton, for having 
“headlights that were too high.” 

The third interruption came 
“outside of Ottawa at one in the 
morning. The officer gave them a 
pretty hard time, asking them if 
they were going to the OAS 
{Organization-ef American States 
meeting in Quebec City].” 

The officer looked through the 
passengers’ belongings, then 
called two more cars for backup. 
“They asked everybody for ID,” 
Brown says. “The group hung 
tight and after a few stressful 
minutes they were allowed to go 
on.” 

The protestors-to-be have now 
arrived in Quebec City, as have a 
second contingent travelling by 
train. Brown is adamant that peo- 
ple make themselves heard 
because “the government is 
negotiating on our behalf, but we 
have no way of having any input 
into this agreement.”

rally will be held at 1 p.m. Brown 
hopes that people won't dismiss 
the protesters’ concerns. The 
rally is intended “to make every- 
body feel that they are going to 
be affected by the agreement, so 
that they don’t turn on the TV 
and think, ‘Look there are those 
crazy kids with nothing better to 
do than cause trouble.’ They’ll 
say, ‘Wow, those people are 
standing up for what they 
believe in and this is something 
we should all be concerned 
about.’”

Prof sours 
on media gas 


Last weekend's reassuring 
headlines were unambiguous. 
“Sour gas threat minimal,” 
trumpeted the Calgary Herald. 
According to the CBC News 
website, “Study suggests little 
impact from gas flares.” Under 
the headline “U of C Study 
Clears the Air,” the Calgary Sun 
claimed that “residents of rural 
areas west of Calgary can 
breathe a little easier knowing 
they can breathe a little easier.” 

The reports refer to a studied 
conducted by 50 environmental 
science students from the 
University of Calgary. 
Unfortunately, according to U of 
C physicist Ann-Lise Norman, 
who supervised the project, the 
headlines don’t fit the study. 
Take for instance, the CBC’s 
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claim that the study points to lit- 
tle risk from gas flares. “No, that 
is not true,” says Norman, 
“because We didn’t study gas 
flares.” 

However, she adds, an infor- 
mal assessment of the data sug- 
gests that flares may not be 
benign. “We happened to see 
two flaring events that were 
close by. We did see elevated 
concentrations during the flar- 
ing event at the Priddis site 
and from that we say, wow, 
we're 10 km away — how bad is 
it when you get close?” 

According some media 
repOrts, the study shows that 
sour gas well emissions may not 
be as serious as previously 
thought. But does that mean 
that people shouldn’t be con- 
cerned about sour gas wells? 

“Absolutely not,” says 
Norman. 

“That's the spin that’s coming 
out, but no, that’s not was said 
or implied. What we've done is 
taken a look and tried to identi- 
fy which compounds and sub- 
stances need a closer look, 
because it’s a very expensive 
and time-consuming process to 
go through and look at every 
compound that might have a 
health effect.” 

Asked if the results of her 
study can be generalized, 
Norman injects her frustration 
with laughter. “This is the 
biggest problem. It’s hard to 
generalize it. 

What I've seen so far printed 
in the media, the generalizations 
are so simplistic that they’ve 
missed most of the message.”

He has worked with Alberta 
ranchers to ensure government 
doesn’t violate their private 
property rights.

Why is it so hard to inject a lit: 
atmosphere into our city cent; 

At least, that’s what we keep 
asking ourselves. More than an 
visitors, Edmontonians seemed 
convinced that the downtown 
core is devoid of all life after 
hours. In fact, however, there's 
plenty of action. There are mor 
than a few high-energy bars and 
nightclubs. There’s the arts dis- 
trict, complete with galleries and 
theatres. There are world-class 
restaurants galore. 

The real problem is that every- 
thing goes on indoors. People 
headed for a night on the town 
will head into a restaurant, then 
rush to the theatre or nightclub 
followed perhaps by a quick 
nightcap. As little time as possible 
is spent on the streets, creating the 
impression that there’s no life 
anywhere downtown. 

But we live in a harsh climat 
you might say. It’s too cold do 
anything outdoors other than to 
scurry to and from indoor venues 
In reality, however, the bitter cold 
that Edmonton is known for only 
lasts a handful of week-long 
bursts during the depth of winter 
The rest of the year is really quite 
pleasant, provided you're dressed 
properly. 

City hall should be encouraging 
more reason to be outside in the 
downtown core. One way to get 
the ball rolling is to allow street 
vendors. Get a few pushcarts sell 
ing everything from hot dogs to 
sushi and people will start slow- 
ing down. Before long they'll rea 
ize that the sidewalks are as mud 
a part of downtown as the Citadel

knew this guy, we met him and 
uncovered an incredible person 
and incredible tres (Cuban 
acoustic guitar) player. I’ve yet to 
see anybody play like him. He 
lives comfortably, away from any 
kind of Buena Vista spotlight, in 
Havana. He's close to 60 years 
old, a music teacher as well a per- 
former. All of his children are 
musicians — they had a family 
band in Havana that was very 
popular. So he knows everybody, 
everybody knows him, a great 
person plus a great musician. It 
was just what we needed and we 
found it in him. To him we owe a 
lot.” 

In the forefront of their studies 
was Son, a folkloric roots music 
that began in Cuba’s eastern 
provinces in the 1930s. Son is still 
widely popular in its traditional 
form and is very influential on 
contemporary styles. The modern 
version of Son is Son Montuno, 
which is Salsa. Another idiom 
studied there was Rumba, which 
has African roots and is influ- 
enced by Spanish flamenco, but is 
indigenous to Cuba. 

“Afro-Cuban drumming is 
something I got into that pretty 
much took over my creative ener- 
gy from that point on... You get 
into Latino music, and you're 
involved somehow with drum- 
ming — sooner or later you end 
up in Cuba. Luckily for me, it hap- 
eat right away and I did not 

have to go through other styles 
before | realized it. I was fortunate 
enough to clue into that stuff 
early, and I never gave up, three 
trips to Cuba and who knows how 
many gigs... time flies,” Allende 
says wistfully. 

“It's incredible —almost like it’s 
something that picks you instead 
of you picking it. It wasn’t like I 
woke up one day and thought, 
hmm, I'm going to get into Afro- 
Cuban music and folkloric percus- 
sion. It’s like it’s something that 
eventually finds you as opposed 
to you finding it, and you are its 
servant for as long as you can be. 
It can be a hard thing to do, and 
it’s a very powerful - You 
end up travelling, you end up 
searching people out, and you en 








































The hard work, dedication and 
perseverance has paid off big 
time, for the recording they’ 
made is a gem. Lo que jbomlx 
(whatj;Bomba! gives you) is not on 
a labour of love, the product 
not get more indie. The entir: 
band — Allende and Claveria 
with Chris Andrew (keys), J.C 
Jones (trumpet) and Rubim a 
Toledo — wrote, arranged and 
produced the tunes. It was record 
ed, mixed and mastered by de 
Toledo. Allende did the graphics 
Allende and Claveria took the 
photos. 

“T don’t know if we're cheap 
and stubborn, or what possessed 
us!” laughs Allende. “I think it 
was just an experiment gone t« 
bly right.” 

The unusual instrumentation 
high level of technical ability, and 
cohesive musical interplay com- 
bined with fine songs that have 
lots of layers of rhythmic relation 
ships, all played with tons of soul 
make for a fabulous album. 

“The very first ;Bomba! was cre 
ated and I hadn’t even been to 
Cuba yet... When I came from 
there it was like my eyes had beet 
opened. Just when you think you 
know what you are doing, you 
realize you don’t know anything 
It happens still,” Allende main- 
tains. “Now jBomba! has really 
evolved because we've tried to 
say something ourselves. It’s Latil 
music, but it’s a blend of many 
things including Son, including 
jazz, including some funk Rubin 
might do... it was an honest effot!

$.. and seven years ago, violinist 
Karl Roth was a regular visitor to 
this city. That was when Select 
Café was presenting music on a 
regular basis in Manulife Place 
and those bookings, along with 
stints at our Street Performers 
Festival and a taping of Shaw 

Cable’s Project Discovery, allowed 
the anines to start building an 
audience 300 kilometres north of 
his home base. 

The Select stopped booking 
music and eventually stopped 
opening the doors. Overnight 
Calgary’s hottest jazz violinist 
didn’t have a place to play a cou- 
ple of times a year in our city 

Now, at Jong last, the man who 
puts his own stamp on jazz and 
blues standards from eras gone by 
is preparing for a return engage- 
ment at the Yardbird Suite this 
Saturday evening, in a trio format 
with guitarists Dave Hamilton 
and Jeff Drummond 

“It was just nice to be invited to 
play a club with such a good rep- 
utation, and the bonus was when 
Dan Cherwoniak from the CBC 
phoned and said he and his crew 
wanted to record the sets for one 
of the regional shows,” says Roth 
from Cowtown, where he’s been 
putting the finishing touches on a 
new album 

“Well it’s more trad stuff. 
There’s a Hot Club influence,” he 
states, referring to the spicy gypsy 
jazz sound that was created by 
Stephane Grappelli and Django 
Reinhardt deeades ago. He g 
on to mention that guitarist Amos 
Garrett laid down his trademark 
string-bending sound on a num- 
ber of tracks, and Edmonton's 
master bass player Mike Lent was 
also a member of the core ensem- 
ble for the album that is to be 
titled Still Behavin’. 

“I’m plaving more acoustic vio- 
lin on this album, there’s some 
accordian as well and Russ Broom 
from Jann Arden’‘s band played 
guitar on one song. | did record a 
few vocal things as well as the

instrumentals,” continues the man 
who early on in his career was 
influenced by veteran American 
jazz / blues violinists Papa John 
Creach (Hot Tuna) and Don 
“Sugarcane” Harris (John Mayall). 
Over half of his impressive 
debut disc, Everybody Wants To Be 
A Cat, found Roth both playing 
and singing as he leaned into clas- 
sic material lifted from the books 
of timeless composers like Duke 
Ellington, the team of Grappelli 
and Reinhardt, bluesman Willie 
Dixon and Hoagy Carmichael. 
Roth went the same route this 
time around when it came time to 
mine some nuggets he wanted to 
record. He makes no apologies for | 
not being a composer. 
I play jazz and if you hear me 
playing you know it’s me. There’s 
a misconception In our culture 
that you have to write your own 
music. But you can make your 
own mark, one that is distinctively 
you, without being a songwriter.” 
You can hear for yourself that 
Roth does exactly that when he 
kicks into his first of two sets at 
The Yardbird Suite at 9 p.m. on 
Saturday.

Todd Babiak, a finalist this year 
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for the Rogers Writers Trust 
~ward with his highly praised 
first novel, Choke Hold, has 
watched first-hand the travails of 
the small press, and is blunt in 
his appraisal. 

“Well, I have to admit I’m real- 
ly quite discouraged at times. 
Ultimately, my goal as a writer is 
to go global. But I walk into 
Chapters and there’s no copy of 
my book. I mean, they don’t care. 
I think there are a lot of great 
publishers though, people who 
are ready to suffer for next to 
nothing. 

“But not me; I’m not ready to 
suffer for nothing.” His voice 
becomes mocking. “I’m not 
going to be an old man turning 
out books that fall into the abyss. 
I'll be a farmer instead, and grow 
marijuana.” 

He turns serious again. “I want

to be sunny about it, but... I’ve 
seen lots of friends who are writ- 
ers end up the same way.” 

Babiak, whose candour is 
matched by his effusive praise of 
local and nationwide writers, is 
torn by the next question. 

“A Canadian book to recom- 
mend? That’s tough. Do I recom- 
mend a new book? Maybe an old 
classic.” 

In the end he goes with Peter 
Oliva’s City of Yes. “It's:a holistic 
choice. The book’s great, plus 
he’s also done a lot for Canadian 
publishing and writing.” 

Caterina Edwards (author of 
The Lion’s Mouth) is less pes- 
simistic than Babiak, but also 
more guarded in her comments. 
With close to two decades as a

history of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company in this area. It’s ven 
exciting, and a whole other 
vision of the landscape of 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba.” 

Greg Hollingshead, Gover 
General award-winning novelis, 
with The Roaring Girl, has als: 
cast a wary eye at the publishing 
situation. But many years 
involved in the Canadian literar, 
world has granted Hollingshea 
a balanced perspective. 

“] think its pretty much as it's 
ever been. It’s always on the 
ropes, or some negative aspect 
it is played up. It seems to be: 
rying on; at least with fiction 
and that’s obviously what I’m 
mostly concerned with, 

“The big publishers are pub- 
lishing more fiction, so poetry is 
suffering, which is unfortunate 
The big publishers seem to hav.

In fact, he says you should really 
seek out a surgeon if you want 
your tongue split. 

But, he added, “I know Tania 
really well; if there are any prob- 
lems, I’ll be there to help her. She 
definitely knows what she’s doing 
to start off with. That definitely 
minimizes the risks.” 

Aron and his assistants auto- 
clave the instruments. They don 
masks and break open the sterile 
gloves. 

He marks Bystedt’s tongue to 
determine how far back it will be 
cut. Bystedt checks it out. Aron 
moves the mark further back. 

The forceps are attached to 
either side of the tongue. A friend 
holds Bystedt’s hand as others 
look on and give her words of 
encouragement. Aron makes the 
cut with a scalpel and it’s done 
just like that. 

Surprisingly, there’s not a lot of 
blood. Bystedt rinses her mouth 
with distilled water. Aron then 
takes Bystedt’s cautery scalpel to 
seal off any bleeding. 

Bystedt has taken 10 days off of 


work to let it heal, and to get used 


to talking with an altered tongue. 
Last time she had it cut, she was 
back to work in two weeks. 

She thinks about one-third of 
the incision will heal back togeth- 
er again, but this time she’s taking 
precautions to prevent it from 
closing even more. 

“Tm pretty happy it’s done,” 
Bystedt says, looking in the mir- 
ror.

The Claim is devoid of nostalgia for the wild west

I. was the winter of love, 1867. 
Except back in those days love 
would get you a case of the clap 
that would kill you faster than 
being an Indian defending your 
land rights. And if you think I’m 
being glib, you're only half right, 
because this is a film that covers 
pretty much everything about the 
good old days of the first dot-com 
rush, the one where gold was 
worth more than a grubby man’s 
life, and whore-hopping was about 
the only way to salvation short of a 
rarely forgiving Jesus 

The Claim, filmed in Canmore, 
set in mountainous California, cen- 
tres on a man named Dan Dillon 
(Peter Mullan), a nice enough feu- 
dal lord who built a town called 
Kingdom Come after stumbling 
upon a land claim right on top of a 
gold mine. That was two decades 
back, this is “now,” and Dillon’s a 
greying patriarch who whips men 
in public and is still called merci- 
ful. There was a lot of lynching in 
those times, and a few swats on the 
back is better than death or my 
aunt's cooking. Dillon has a no- 
guns rule in his town of 1,200, and 
enforces it with his own band of 
henchmen. Had this film cast 
Mullan as a grinning Satan it 
would have failed, but instead we 
find ourselves liking Dillon, the 
film’s best character, especially 
after it’s revealed that he’s haunted

A far less ugly secret is his 
whorehouse-running bedmate, 
Lucia, played with 10,000 watts of 
pure facial perfection by Milla 
Jovovich, the most beautiful 
woman on Earth.

dation of a country soaked in th: 
blood of millions? The Claim do: 
good job of synthesizing these 
ideas into one film without coming 
off like Little House on the Prairi: 
Nonetheless, a little more character 
development is the least you'd 
expect in two hours, especially 
when your bladder is singing its 
own screaming blues. 

Nice enough to look at, though 
from the human scenery up.

Drama cannily captures job-seeker’s dil

cote the way work dom- 
inates our lives, it is curious that 
movies spend so little time on it 
We see a lot of people with tony 
careers hanging around their ~ 
offices, but they might as well be 
out having cocktails for all the set- 
ting matters; inevitably they’re 
developing or celebrating o1 
lamenting their love lives. Work is 
a backdrop, not a topic. 

Since economic struggle is so 
roundly elided, a feature film that 
devotes itself to the boredom and 
frustration behind work — or the 
lack thereof — is praiseworthy. 
The Left Side of the Fridge, a 
Quebecois film written and direct- 
ed by Phillipe Falardeau, is a droll 
look at the travails of unemploy- 
ment, and the search for a job that 
is not wholly soul-sucking. 
Christope (Paul Ahmarani) is an 
out-of-work engineer who wants 
to actually apply his training 
instead of simply turning bolts or 
doing quality control. 

Now he goes from interview to 
interview, with little success. Nor 
can he get unemployment insur- 
ance. So what's a poor chump to 
do when he won’t embrace being 
down-and-out, won't take just any 
brainless job but can’t get a decent 
one, and is becoming increasingly 
desperate?

The Left Side of the Fridge puts us 
in the thick of this conundrum 
with a cinema verité conceit. It 
seems Chrisophe is the subject of 
a documentary that his roommate 
Stephane is working on. Only 
later does Stephane appear as a 
character beyond the implied 
presence behind his camera, and 
then the philosophical tension 
of the film emerges. Stephane, of 
course, has an agenda; Christophe 
is sympathetic to such social cri- 
tique, but he’s forced to be practi- 
cal, and Stephane’s politcal agita- 
tions threaten his bid for a decent 
life. The politics here are pointed 
and worthy, but they come up 
against a material reality in which 
such theorizing is a liability. 

The film is most effective when 
viewed with this dilemma in 
mind, Though not compelling, The 
Left Side of the Fridge has its 
charms. Amusing, with a canny 
script, it is pretty convincing as 
faux-documentary, discounting a 
few misguided scenes.

But even the most hardcore 
chocolate or speed addict eventu- 
ally peaks and crashes. “The brain 
just gets tired,” says Francoeur. “I 
love chocolate, but when I worked 
in a candy stockroom in a depart- 
ment store in college, I went from 
sampling everything the first day, 
to eventually being unable to 
stand the smell of chocolate. The 
brain has a built-in protective 
mechanism that slows things 
down when we get too hyped 
up.” 

When it comes to the lusty part 
of love, he says, this happens after 
about two to four years. Then, if 
you're lucky, endorphins kick in. 
“These are the natural opiates, like 
seratonin,” says Francoeur. 
“These give us the feelings of 
relaxation and security that come 
with long-term love.” 

Combine endorphins with oxy- 
tocin, otherwise known as the 
“bonding” or “cuddling” hor- 
mone, and, tah-dah, you've got a 
long-term relationship. 

Oxytocin, explains Francoeur, is 
released during childbirth (it caus- 
es the uterus to contract) and 
breastfeeding; it bonds mother to 
child. It is ‘also released during 
orgasm. 

In fact, says Francoeur, after a 
ewe loses sight of her newborn 
lamb for a day or two, she often 
won't bond with or nurse the 
lamb. “But if you take that lamb 
and hold it under the nose of the 
ewe and then stimulate the ewe to 
orgasm she'll start to nurse,” he 
explains. The belief is that the oxy- 
tocin released during orgasm 
bonds her to the lamb and makes 
her want to nurse it. 

Thad to ask. Francoeur says that 
while you can isolate the chemi- 
cals involved, it is harder to deter- 
mine why amphetamine-fuelled

Francoeur says that while they 
have been able to identify 
pher« ymones and c hemic ally 
reproduce them in a lab, there is 
no proof that slathering yourself 
in pheromone cream will attract 
an endless number of women 

“There is no research,” he says 
“People claim to have done stud- 
ies, but I’ve never see them in any 
journal.” Of course, when it comes 
to attraction, most people could 
give a rat’s ass about scientific 
proof. They'll try anything. Even 
menstrual soup. In his research, 
Francoeur has come across exam- 
ples from Africa to African- 
Americans in the southern States 
down to Brazil where women pre- 
pare food with menstrual blood, 
believed to contain pheromones, 
to feed to their husbands and 
boyfriends. 

Obviously, there is no simple 
recipe when it comes to attracting 
and keeping your man Still, 
Professor Wood is confident that 
one day research will lead to a pill 
that produces feelings of lust or 
love, and that this will be helpful 
in maintaining happy, healthy 
relationships. But even he admits 
that, as with Viagra — which can 
treat the physical problems associ- 
ated with erectile dysfunction but 
can’t solve the psychological prob- 
lems and conflicts in sexual rela- 
tionships — a pill may be able to 
create the physical sensations of 
love, but it can’t guarantee that it 
will last.
